FELLOW  NUMISMATISTS:  — 


Welcome  to  our  90th  Mail  Auction  Sale.  Ninety  of  them  thus  far  and  still  counting;  the  numbers  to  keep  ticking  along. 
We  do  attempt  to  provide  as  wide  a range  of  numismatic  items  as  possible  through  the  medium  of  our  sales  - coins,  medals,  banknotes, 
orders  and  decorations,  numismatic  reference  books,  etc.  Not  all  will  appear  in  every  auction,  but,  over  the  course  of  time  most  fields  of 
interest  will  be  covered.  This  sale  features  a specialized  collection  of  half  dollars  of  the  world:  Half  Crowns,  Half  Thalers,  Demi  Ecus, 
Poltinas,  Two  Marck  pieces,  4 Reales,  and  50  Centavos.  For  many  countries  there  are  long  and  interesting  series  of  half  dollar  sized  coins. 
Sometimes  these  are  common,  but  more  often,  the  appropriate  ratio  between  half  dollars  and  their  dollar  sized  brothers  is  "Twice  as  scarce 
and  half  the  price."  We  have  always  had  a fondness  for  these  "major  minor  silver  coins." 

Recently,  there  have  been  more  and  more  statements  in  the  numismatic  press  to  the  effect  that  the  numismatic  bull  mar- 
ket is  raging  once  again.  It's  a pleasant  thought,  but  we  remain  to  be  convinced.  During  our  recent  travels,  however,  we  have  noted  a number 
of  positive  signs.  Many  European  countries  have  seen  strengthening  of  their  numismatic  markets  within  their  own  currencies  as  their  own 
economies  gradually  improve.  With  the  strong  dollar,  prices  of  these  coins  remain  weak  in  dollar  terms  so  Americans  may  well  not  have 
noticed  the  signs  of  improvement  on  the  other  side  of  the  pond.  With  the  rationalization  of  the  dollar's  valuation  with  respect  to  the  other 
free  market  currencies,  dollar  prices  for  these  European  coins  should  begin  to  benefit  as  well.  We  don't  however,  foresee  a prompt  return 
to  the  exchange  rates  of  the  middle  1970's.  Still,  some  sort  of  equilibrium  where  the  collector  can  afford  to  purchase  the  coin  which  he 
wants,  have  the  pleasure  of  possessing  the  coin,  and  have  a legitimate  hope  that  if  he  holds  the  coin  long  enough  he  won't  get  his  fingers 
burnt  financially,  might  be  the  best  of  all  possible  numismatic  worlds.  What  will  the  future  bring?  Who  knows?  The  solons,  sages,  and 
pundits  rarely  agree;  when  they  do  - watch  out!  Our  numismatic  library  is  large  but  doesn't  extend  to  the  works  of  Nostrodamus.  In  the
